Food Insecurity in California

In 2020, what started as a health crisis quickly became a hunger crisis. Food insecurity in California spiked to
unprecedented levels statewide with more than 25% of California households experiencing food insecurity — about
10 million people, and 2.5 times higher than before COVID-19. Even worse, there are deep racial and ethnic
disparities, with Latinx, Black, and other households from communities of color facing higher rates of food insecurity
than white Californians. Below are the monthly levels of county-level food insecurity reported in 2020.
